This is, in a great measure, due to the im- 
provement in the commercial situation.

Natarally, there is 
a failing off in litigation when everybody is 
in good humor and making money. 

There is no reason, however, to believe 


that the lawyers of the country will ever ’ 
find themselves without business, As civ- 
ilization advances our material interests are | 
multiplied, and their complications are such 
that lawyers wi!] always be needed to 
straighten them out. 

The present decrease in litigation is said 
toafiectthe petty business of the courts 
more than anything else.

It may bea hardship to the lawyers 
to Jose this class of business, but their loss 
will be the country’s gain.
